Document DE-4322401 (Dl) , which is cited by the 
applicant, discloses a cutting tool for a cutting 
machine, the cutting tool having a base part (20) 
and a bit holder (3 0) provided with a plug -in 
attachment (31) retained in a socket (25) of the 
base part, the socket communicating with the 
surroundings through one or more openings. The bit 
holder rests with a stop (32) on the stop (23) of 
the base part, the base part having a shoulder (28) 
that forms an angle with the stop, and a gap (36) 
that acts as a resinking space is formed between the 
base part shoulder and the side of the bit holder 
that faces the shoulder. 



The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the 
cutting tool disclosed in Dl in that at least parts 
of at least the opening formed by the socket are 
closed by a sealing element and the sealing element 
is designed in such a way that it bridges said gap. 
Consequently, the objective technical problem 
addressed is that of providing a seal between the 
socket and the bit holder which is unaffected by 
tolerances and reliably compensates the wear-related 
settling of the resinking space. 
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Although a person skilled in the art would consider 
arranging the liquid seal (18) disclosed in WO- 
9945238 (D2; see page 6, line 10) between the socket 
(11) and the bit holder (5) in order to solve the 
sealing problem found in Dl, he would have no reason 
to design such a sealing element between the socket 
(25) and the bit holder (30) in Dl in such a way 
that it bridges the gap that acts as a resinking 
space and thus reliably compensates the wear-related 
settling of the resinking space. 

The subject matter of claim 1 therefore meets the 
requirements of PCT Article 33 for novelty, 
inventive step and industrial applicability.
